The 
Sen ators were unanimous in their belief that 
the whole thing was a trick to relieve the 
House of the odium of interfering with the ap- 
propriation and at the same time unload the 
World’s Fair on the Senate. Senator Allison 
said to the friends of the Fair that it would pe 
a mistake to send a new and independent 
proposition to the Senate. Nobody could tell 
how long it would take to act on such a prop- 
osition if it were sent. The thing todo was 
to pass the Sundry Civil bill, with its World’s 
Fair amendment. Other members of the Ap- 
propristion committee said bluntly that if the 
Sundry Civil bill came back to conference a 
second time with the non-concurrence of the 
House they could not hold out. 

Senator,Cullom was too emphatic to quote 
‘trickery for the purpose of relieving the 
House from its responsibility and defeating 
the Fair appropriation by unloading it on the 
Senate at this stage in anew form. The 
members of the House who favor the appro- 
priation should have met the filibusters 
with ‘their own weapons and clubbed them.

The Outlook Not couraging. 

While the enemies of the Fair are gleeful 
tonight over the work they have accomplished 
in securing an agreement to take the appro- 
priation out of the Sundry Civil bill they are 
not reassured over the outlook for tomorrow. 
They feel sure that the appropriation will at 
some stage come out of the bill because there 
were so many Democrats originally support- 
ing it who agreed to abide by the caucus ac- 
tion.

MANY ASTRONOMERS NOW GAZING 
ANXIOUSLY AT MARS, 


The Planet Is So Low in the Southern 
Heavens That the Atmospheric Condi- 
tions Are Not Favorable — Results 
Achieved at the National Observatory 
Are U tory—Prof, Holden Talks 
of the Conditions Which Obtain with a 
Number of Ifs”—Preparing New Maps. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 3.—The moon- 
light was too strong tonight, and the at- 
mospheric conditions unsatisfactory to 
the scientists at the Naval Obgerva- 
tory, consequently they could not 
see the opposition of the planet 
Mars well. The planet had the appearance of 
a blazing ball of fire on account of this dis- 
turbance in the atmosphere, and no special 
phenomena were therefore observed. Prof. 
Asaiah Hall made as close study as he could 
of the satellites of Mars. 

Rocuester, N. I., Aug. 3.—Henry C. Maine, 
the well-known astronomer ‘and “sun spot 
man, who has been making close observa- 
tions of Mars, said tonight: Mars present- 
ed no new features at midnight. The mark- 
ings were comparatively faint because of the 
intense illumination of the disk, The snow- 
cap is small.

In the 
southern hemisphere there was quite a dis- 
tinct greenish gray streak about forty degrees 
from the pole. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Aug. 3.—[Special.]—The 
observations of Mars at Goodsell Observatory, 
Northfield, began at 10 o’clock tonight, but 
on account of the hazy condition of the atmos- 
phere they were not very satisfactory. The 
view of the planet was fair, but 
the canals were not visible. The outer satel- 
lite could be clearly seen. The inner satellite 
was not visible on account of the intervention 
of the planet. The observations will continue 
all night. No new discoveries are expected. 

Hanover, N. H., Aug. 3.—Prof. S. C. A. 
Young of Princeton College and Prof. E. B. 
Frost of Dartmouth are closely watching the 
planet here tonight from the Dartmouth Ob- 
servatory, but up to a late hour nothing 
worthy of note has beer seen. Pof. Young 
says that recently with this large 23-inch tele- 
scope at Princeton he observed substantially 
the same features as the Lick Observatory, but 
was unable to discern the canals.

WHAT IS SEEN AT LICK, 


Prof. Holden Tells of the Results of Ob- 
servations. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 3.—The following 
letter has been received here from Mount 
Hamilton: 

Lick OpsERVATORY. Cal, Aug. 3.—Lick Observa- 
tory has replied to the many inquiries received 
during the present opposition of Mars both by 
telegraph and by letter. These inquiries indicate 
a widespread interest, but in many cases at least 
they appear to be based on a misapprehension 
of the kind of work which is now be- 
ing done on the planet here and elsewhere, 
The case is not asif astronomers were pushing 
out on an unknown ocean expecting to find an, 
unknown continent. In such a case the mere an- 
nouncement of the discovery would be all that 


was needed and expected. The actual 


stances are different. It is as if some one had 


undertaken to make a new survey of the State of | 
Arkansas, for example. He would begin by meas- | 


wring the base lines and by setting stakes, and by 

observing angles and distances at the end of 

weeks and months he would have his note books 
filled with figures and, after a long season of cal- 

culauon, he would be able to issue a new and ac- 

curate map of the region—more accurate, that is, 

than any preceding one. 

This is precisely the immediate object of the 
observations of Mars which are now being made. 
The circumstances are favorable in that the 
planet is unusually near to us. They are rather 
unfavorable in that the planet is far south and 
therefore low down in the sky and thus subject 


.to atmospheric disturbances. Future opposi- 
tions, in which the planet will be seen at a 


greater altitude, will be more favorable even if 
the planet is then considerably more distant. 
The immediate object of our work is to make 
the map in question. We already have enough 
material to be sure that we can considerably 
improve existing maps, although some of them 
are fine, especially that made by Prof. Schiap- 
arelli, for example. 


Object of the Observations, 


Of course the ultimate object of all observa- 
tions is to determine every possible physical 
peculiarity or object to be investigated. Ifitisa 
planet we wish to know how nearly it resembles 
the earth and if it is fit to be inhabited by beings 
like ourselves. With respect to Mars it has been 
proposed by certain enthusiastic astronomers to 
determine the question, Is the planet actually 
inhabited? And this is a far more difficult as well 
as important question than the mere inquiry as to 
whether it is fit to be so inhabited. In my opinion 
the time has not yet come to even speculate on 
the larger question, and my reason for saying this 
is that I think it is doubtful if all observations 
yet made, numerous as they are, are at all suffi- 
sient to enable us to pronounce even the lesser 
inquiry. 

It is easy and convenient to call certain areas 
on Mars and certain other ones water, and 
to go on to describe certain indentations as gulfs 
and certain narrow lakes as canals. But so far 
as I know there is no absolute proof that 
the dark parts of Mars are veritable water. 
We know that the vapor of water ex- 
ists in the Martial atmosphere. The 
spectroscope shows this, and there are cer- 
tain white areas at the poles of Mars which 
look much like snowcaps. It is commonly said 
that these wax and wane with theseasons of Mars 
in such a way as to prove them to be such. They 
certainly wax and wane and wax again. But so do 
clouds, and I am not yet satisfied that they are 
not, in fact, merely clouds. They may be snow 
and ice, but, if so, they are subject to the extraor- 
dinary changes by which we have been observing 
here during the last week. 

We have found great changes in, details of 
Martial surface while the main outlines nave 
remained much the same. These changes have 
seemed to be so great that it is often difficult to 
explain them by terrestrial analogies. 


Conditions Which May Exist. 


If there are indeed inhabitants to Mars, I think 
they might be surprised at som of the conject- 
ures which are current on earth regarding their 
surroundings. If the white cap at the South 
Pole of Mars is indeed snow and ice, we can say 
that it has been a hard winter for the Martial 
Esquimaux. If therea areas are land and the 
dark ones water we can describe great iaunda- 
tions which have taken place on the west banks 
of the Lacus Solis, and the surprising appari- 
tion of a daplicate lake near Fons Juventae. 
We might incidentally mention the fact 
that where there are now two lakes 
there was only one in 1877 and none 
in 1879, and we are speaking, it must be remem- 
bered, of bodies of water some hundreds of square 
miles in area. All the above and much more 
could be said, and it is all possible, no doubt. 
The facts of the observation are correctly given, 
but the explanation seems to me so doubtful with 
our present knowledge that I prefer to simply ro- 
cite the facts and reserve the theory. This seems 
to be the proper attitude under the circum-

BANKS WERE ALL SECURED. 


No Money Advanced on Deposited Checks 
Unless They Were Certified. | 

Cashier Schlytern of the Milwaukee Avenue 
State Bank taiked freely about William A. 
Forbes’ transactions with his bank. 

We had bought supplies from Forbes’ con- 
cern in Detroit—Forbes, Thomas & Co,—for a 
considerable period,“ said he, and the rela- 
tionship had been quite satisfactory. Forbes 
came in here one day saying that he wished 
to open a personal acceunt. He was interest- 
ed in the Chicago Bank Note company, he 
said, and while his business would be done 
down-town he wanted to reciprocate for pur- 
chases we had made of him in Defroit. His 
account was ‘Started, and for some time his 
deposits were made in cash. Then he began 
bringing in checks. One day a check came in 
signed C. W. Anson & Co. There was no 
such firm in the directory, but a man of that 
name was given as connected with the Chicago 
Bank Note company. I didn’t like the looks 
of things, and scrutinized every piece of paper 
myself, 

One day Forbes asked for New York ex- 
change, covering his deposit for that day. We 
promptly refused it unless he got the depos- 
ited paper certified. Shortly afterwards he 


count. He explained that it was paper given 
by the Bank Note company in‘ payment for 
theatrical printing. We discoun that pa- 

r, but before we did so we had it guaranteed 

y Dr. Burnside, and besides got a stateinent 
of the latter of his financial condition as well 
as asimilar statement from the Bank Note 
company. Both were sworn to. The notes 
were paid at maturity. A little later we dis- 
counted two more notes of $1,000 each. 

In the meantime we had taxed Forbes 
with kiting and he confessed it. Mind you, 
we did not at anytime pass the checks he de- 
posited to his credit until they had been paid 
or certified. The account became too much 
trouble. Checks of the Bank Note company 
were sometimes sent over with one of the two 
signatures which they required omitted. At 
such times Forbes would come dashing over 
inacab. He used too many messengers. 
We were glad when the account was closed 
out. This was done March 13, the day after 
the last two notes of which I have spoken 
were paid. Since then we have seen nothing 
of Forbes.”’ 

Mr. Schlytern showed a reporter the state- 
ments of Dr. Burnside and the Bank Note 
company. He also showed him Forbes’ page 
in the deposit ledger. Forbes’ credit balance 
never reached a large amount. 

It there was any design of working this 
bank,“ said Mr. Schlytern, it failed. Forbes 
never drew a dollar nor its equivalent unless 
he had the amount to his credit in cold cash. 
It was a case where suspicion was natural. 
Everything connected with the account passed 
under my own observation.”’ 

The Chicago Bank Note company bas an 
account with the First National Bank. Presi- 
dent Gage says it is one about which he has 
no complaint to make. The present finan- 
cial manager of the company is known to him. 

“Under a former administration, said 
Mr. Gage, the Benk Note company tried the 
business of swapping checks in their acodunt. 
We discovered it in time anu made them stop. 
Since then there has been no kiting. The 
business that the company did here was not 
large. Their discounts were guaranteed, and 
the heaviest piece of paper which we took was 
not over $10,000 or 512,000.“ 


FORBES MAKES A STATEMENT. 


His Connection with the Bank Note Com- 
pany—Charges Denied. 

William A. Forbes was seen at his rooms in 
the Victoria Hotel. V. W. Burnside and C. 
W. Anson were present and indorsed the fol- 
lowing statement of Mr. Forbes: 

“I joined the Chicago Bank Note company 
Dec. 1 last. I found the affairs of the com- 
pany in an embarrassed condition financially 
on account of internal dissensions, causing 
delay in collecting bills said to be good. To 
relieve this pressure I allowed the company to 
make an accommodation draft on our com pa- 
ny in Detroit. This was discounted at the 
Central Trust and Savings Bank and was paid 
at 1 4 

“The collections of the company were not 
made as promptly as expected, and more ac- 
commodations were requi They went 
through the same cours: and were paid at 
maturity. 

“The arrangement with Paulsen and 
Sparre was that these were be allowed to go 
to our credit and to be drawn against. They 
knew ali the time that they were simply ac- 
commodation drafts. Our business through 
this bank was nearly $300,000 a month and 
was sought after by the bank. The bank peo- 
ple always understood our drafts as accom- 
modation paper and lent their assistance to 
the business. As far as the last $6,500 worth 
of drafts was concerned they were included 
in the settlement by Dr. Burnside, as shown 
by the assignment. 

“The statement that we bribed Bartels is 
absolutely false.

Efforts to Get the Convention at Kearney 
Away from the Ex-Senator Futile—They 
Met in a Circus Tent Outside of the 
City—Cheering Greets the Mention of 
the General’s Name — Republicans in 
Vast Numbers Assembled in Lincoln for 
Today's Work. 


Kxanvey, Neb., Aug. 3—[Special.]—There | 


is more political talk to the square inch in Ne- 
braska at this writing than any other Western 
State. The wheat harvest is practically end- 
ed and the corn half-grown, the crops seem to 
be abundant, and the people of the State im- 
prove the lull to discuss politics. The Demo- 
erats have no show of accomplishing any- 
thing in Nebraska this fall, with the possible 
exception of the reélection of Bryan to Con- 
gress from the Omaha district. His antago- 
nist will be Judge Field of Lincoln, and the 
men will have a joint debate on the issues of 
the day, which will be one of the features of 
the campaign. 

Mr. Irgland of Nebraska City will probably 
be the Democratic nominee for the Governor- 
ship. He can’t win and knows it. Ireland 
hopes in case of Cleveland’s election to receive 
substantial recognition under the Federal Ad- 
ministration, 

The People’s party assembled here today 


for the purpose of making its ticket. Ex-Sen- | 


ator Van Wyck has the call. He is opposed 
by John H. Powers, who two years ago at the 
Lincoln convention beat him for the Guber- 
natorial nomination. This was the beginning 
of a deadly political feud between the friends 
of the two men, and it will never be ended 
until complete extermination is the result. 

Van Wyck had a clear majority of the dele- 
gates at the afternoon session of the conven- 
tion, and would have been nominated, but 
Powers’ friends secured an adjournment un- 
til night, and during the recess changed 
enough votes to beat the Senator. At 6 
o’clock of the next morumg Van Wyck was 
nominated for Congress by the People’s 
party.

Nebraska Republicans Will Name the Win- 
ning State Ticket at Lincoln Today. 

Lancotn, Neb., Aug. 3.—[Special.}|—The 
Republican State convention that meets at 10 
a. m. in this city tomorrow will be the largest 
convention in numbers ever held in the State. 
It will also be the most enthusiastic one. To- 
night there are at least 20,000 Republicans in 
the city from over the State, 2,000 of them 
coming by special train from Omaha. Many 
have come to attend the convention and to 
listen tonight to Gov. McKinley of. Ohio, who 
speaks at the State Capitol grounds. 

For two days the candidates to come before 
thé State convention have had headquarters 
open in the city. There is an exciting and 
close contest for the nominations of Governor, 
Treasurer, and Auditor.

The convention will consist of 853 delegates, 
and the long anti-convention contest makes it 
probable that the fight will be quickly set- 
tled in convention.

A Morning Fire Results in the Loss of

LUMPY-JAW CURE EXPERIMENTS. 


Government to Purchase 200 Head of Cat- 
tle Afflicted with the Disease. 

In pursuance of Secretary Rusk’s plans as 
outlined recently in Taz Trtsunz for experi- 
menting with iodide of potassium as a cure 
for limpy-jaw in cattle, the government will 
purchase 200 head of cattle afflicted with the 
disease. These cattle the authorities will re- 
move to Riverdale where they will be scien- 
tifically treated. Sound cattle will be placed 
with the diseased cattle to see if the disease is 
contagious. 

The government proposes to pay three- 
quarters of acent a pound for heavy cattle 
and one and one-half cents for other cattle 


weighing less than 1,000 pounds. On account 


of the quarantine rules Texas cattle will not 
be used, while cases of the disease where the 
jaw has been honeycombed will be passed by.

He Covers 4,440 Miles in 194 Hours—La 
Touraine Plows Through the Atlantic 
Like a Lightning-Bolt and the Penn- 
sylvania Limited Bowls Along the Land 
Like a Cannon-Ball—Unique Experi- 
ences on the Twin-Screw Craft—Amer- 
ican Railways Superior to European. 


When Christopher Columbus made the first 
record fora transatlantic trip it was con- 
sidered some shakes, but he was not in it with 
Nelson B. Haynes of Chicago, who got across 
the ocean and from New York to Chicago in 
less time than it took Columbus to get fairly 
started on his great voyage. : 

The record made by Columbus has been 
broken from time to time durmg the last four 
centuries, the latest record breaking being 
that of the La Touraine of the Campagnie 
Generale Transatlantique, and Mr. Haynes 
was not only oneef its passengers but the first 
man to get over the gang plank when the 
steamer touched the pier at the foot of Mor- 
ton street in East River. 

La Touraine, the newest boat in that line of 
fast boats, began the trip frem Havre at 10 
o’clock Saturday morning, July 23. It made 
arecord of 528 miles the first day, and the 


Captain concluded to test its mettle and see 
what it might do in the way of record-break- 
ing. Mr. Haynes concluded to do a little 
record-breaking on his own account, to make, 
if possible, the best time between Paris and 
Chicago that has yet been made. Franguel, 
the commander of the ship, was desirous that 
Mr. Haynes should succeed in his attempt, 
and, when he had discussed the matter with 
the Chicago man, he whistled down the tube 
to the engineer and told him to give the en- 
gine a little more steam. This record of 528 
miles is for twenty-six hours and does not 
quite equal the best run made by the City of 
Paris in its record-breaking trip which ended 


Wednesday of last week, when a total of 520 


miles was made in twenty-four hours. 
Everybody Interested in the Scheme, 
„Everybody on the boat seemed interested 


in my proposed scheme of breaking the rec- 


ord between Paris and Chicago, said Mr. 
Haynes yesterday. After I had acquainted 
the Captain with my scheme he made it 
known to the other passengers and they were 
interested in each day’s run as much as my- 
self. I tell you La Touraine went through 
the water like a streak of greased lightning. 
We would sight boats a little distance off and 
going our direction, and it seemed that we 
passed them as if they were at anchor. Not 
once did ‘the engines stop or slacken speed, 
and [could hear them at night pounding 
away and feel the vibrations from the twm 
screws, makimg a very different sensation 
trom that experienced on boats having a si- 
| gle 19 
“I will give you the record made by the 
boat during the run. Following the first day 
the runs made were: 490, 475, 491, 501, 485. 
and on the last day 201 miles to the bar. 
We came so fast that we got half a day ahead 
of the reckoning made by the agents at New 
Tork, in consequence of which there was no- 
body looking for us. Mexican Minister 
to the United States was on board of the boat, 
‘and some of his friends in New York had fixed 
‘up a great scheme to go down the bay in a 
tug and meet him, but before they got aboard 
‘their boat we were lying up alongside the 
steamer's pier.

I found that I could hardly make 
the New York Central limited, which leaves 
Forty-second street at 9:50 a. m., so I con- 
cluded’ to take the Pennsylvania limited. 
which leaves at 10 o’clock every morning. 
' Touraine ran up tothe pier just at 9 
o’clock Saturday morning. Ten minutes later 
the boat had been made fast and the gang- 
plank was lowered, and before it touched the 
dock I ran out and jumped off. The Captain 
and all the passengers stood about on the deck 
knowing my intentions and waved adieus. It 
usually takes a couple of hours to get through 
the custom-house, but the customs officials 
learning of my plan hurried the work of ex- 
amination, I had some dutiable goods in my 
aggage, but the bills had all been 
made out, I had paid the duties and my 
boxes had been given the chalk marks which 
admits them through the cordon, and at twen- 
ty minutes: before 10 o’clock I was in a car- 
riage and on my way to the Desbrosses street 
ferry. I was in tho Pennsylvania railroad 
depot in Jersey City thirteen minutes later, 
with seven minutes to spare before the limited 
left for Chicago. I got my ticket and had 
time enough left to — — my brother, at 
our New York branch house, to tell him of 
my arrival. 

On board the Pennsylvania limited we 
got over ground faster than that La Touraine 
id over water, and I could not but compare 
the roads in the United States. with the rail- 
roads in Euro A vestibuled train from the 
baggage car through to where the green lights 
are burned on the rear end, with bath-rooms, 
barber shop, and library, with a stenugrapher 
to write letters for the passengers—that was 
what I found for the last part of my journey; 
and I contrasted it in ny mind with the little 
narrow cooped-up compartments in which the 
passengers are locked on ail the European 
roads. The train I was a passenger on reached 
Chicago at 9:50 Sunday morning, making for 
mea record of 194 hours between Paris and 
Chicago, covering a distance of 4,440 miles.

eT: $1,000,000 CAPITAL, | RECORD-BREAKING TRIP. . BUILDING TO’ CHICAGO. 


Careful Work Results in Its Reconstruc- 
tion Here Just as It Stood in Harper’s 
Ferry~—Inclosed Under Another Roof It 
Will Be Used as a Museum of Aboli- 
tion Relics—Review of the Short Strug- 
gle to Free the Slaves—The Final 
Fight. 


John Brown’s body lies a-moldering in 


the grave,’’ but the little brick building which 
the valiant soul inhabiting that body defended 
as a fort bravely, but hopelessly, in 1889 
against the combined forces of the govern- 
ment and the State of Virginia still stands, 
and it stanas in Chicago today as it stood at 
Harper’s Ferry, Va., for the last thirty years. 

Inclosed in a frame building on Wabash 
avenue that is of novel design, this almost 
sacred relic of the days just preceding the 
Civil War has been erected, and, within a 
month, the patriotic people of Chicago and 
the West who have never yet gazed upon it 
or those who desire to behold it again will be 
given an opportunity to examine this homely 
but intensely interesting stfucture. It is 


largely due to ex-Congressman A. J.

valuable historical relic is in Chicago. He 
had often viewed it at Harper’s Ferry, and 
each time with renewed interest. He had ob- 
served the thousands who visited it annually, 
going to much trouble and expense to do so, 
and he conceived the idea that it would be a 
profitable enterprise to purchase it and place 
it on regular exhibition. He spoke to several 
of his Washington friends about the matter, 
and they became interested. 

It was at last determined to buy the build- 
ing. Then an unforeseen difficulty arose. 
The owners were unwilling to sell or even to 
discuss the terms of a sale. The Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, which carried train loads 
daily to Harper’s Ferry on account of the at- 
traction of the fort, asked that it be not sold. 
The people of Harper’s Ferry joined with the 
railroad. But arguments and pleas and. big 
figures at last prevailed. The owners gave 
an option on the property and the John Brown 
Fort company was organized. 

Officers of the Company. 

Ex-Congressman Holmes is President of 
the company; Maj. Rockwood, Chief of the 
Weather Bureau, Secretary; J. H. C. Wilson, 
one of the Assistant Secretaries of the United 
States Senate, Treasurer. Other members of 
the company are W. W. Dudley of Washing- 
ton, D. C.; L. T. Michener, Indianapolis; 
Senator B. W. Perkins, Kansas; John Boyd 
of the Norfolk Steamship tine; Prof. A. J. 
Smith, ex-President of the Maryland Agri- 
cultural College; and ex-Congressman Henry 
Libby of Virginia. 

The building was torn down with the utmost 
care, the various parts being boxed separate- 
ly.. Upon its arrival in Chicago it was erect- 
ed with equal care, and the supervising archi- 
tect declares that if the slightest difference 
can be found in the construction of the build- 
ing now from what it was when it stood at 
Harper’s Ferry he will return to the company 
the entire amount of his compensation. 

Plain and substantial is the small, one-story 
brick building with a gable slate roof:and an 
open belfry. It was a part of the Unitea 
States gun factory and arsenal built at Har- 

r’s Ferry in 1832. It is twenty-five feet 
ong, fifteen feet wide, and the walls are four- 
teen feet high. There are two large square 
wiudows in each end and semi-circular tran- 
soms over each of the wide doorways, both of 
which are on one side. Large double doors of 
wood with heavy iron plate fronts once swung 
open for the men who toiled for Uncle Sam in 
the little building. In the war one set of 
doors was taken away, but the other set re- 
mains, almost rusted from its hinges. The 
building is divided by a solid brick wali into 
two rooms. The smaller John Brown used as 
a prison, doing all his fighting in the larger 
one. 


until that bleeding State was a free State he 
determined that the slaves should befree. He 
subiaitted plans to the abolitionists of the 
East for the overthrow of the slave power and 
received their complete N Money and 
equipments were promised him and were fur- 
nished him, too. He selected as his headquar- 
ters an old country house high up in the 
mountains at Harper’s Ferry. This he in- 
tended to make the headquarters of the pro- 
visional government which he proposed to es- 
tablish. It was well fitted for defense. It was 
exceedingly difficult of approach, the way be- 
ing over ravines and up almost precipitous 
bluffs. The basement of the building was of 
solid stone, between two and three feet in 
thickness. From here Brown sent out his 
sons and followers as recruiting agents. The 
slaves who escaped were to be enrolled and 
armed with pikes, which were made at Chico- 
pee, Mass., being bought with money fur- 
nished by a man now living, says President 
Holmes. 

His followers were given commissions by 
Brown and it was intimated that they shouid 
command his forces when a sufficiently for- 
midable army should have been secu It 
is estimated that fully 2,000 men—freemen 
and escaped slaves—were ready to be called 
upon when his plans were discovered and 
Brown with his followers forced to premature 


Attack on Harper’s Ferry. 

John Brewn’s army amounted to twenty- 
three men, two of them his sons, when he 
made his attack on Harper’s Ferry. They 
moved quickly. The watchman was surprised 
and made prisoner. The Baltimore and Ohio 
trains were stopped and held for several 
hours. Promiuent men in and around Har- 

r’s Ferry were made prisoners and held as 

ostages, being confined in the smaller room 
of the little building seized upon as a fort. 
One of the hostages was Col. Washington, a 
descendant of the first President. 

Several hours passed before the peovle and 
the troops stationed there recovered from their 
surprise and realized what was going on. 
Then a gun was fired, the shot returned, and 
Brown and his men gathered in their minia- 
ture fortress, barricaded the heavy — and 
for three days held it against the troops, flring 
upon them through three holes made in the 
brick walls. The Virginia militia was unable 
to accomplish anything and the United States 
soldiers were called for. A detachment was 
sent under command of Robert E. Lee, then 
a Colonel. 

Finding their firing in vain the soldiers im- 
provised a battering ram and burst open the 
doors, A squad rushed in, John Brown was 
struck down with a saber, and John Brown’s 
rebellion was at an end. One son lay dead at 
his feet and another lay dying. Arrest for 
treason, trial, conviction, and death soon 
ended the mortal career of John Brown, but 
his soul goes marching on.”’ 

The gun works were alternately in the 
hands of the Federal and Confederate troops 
during the war, and after it closed were dis- 
mantled and abandoned. Early in the ’70s a 
paper company bought the buildimgs of the 
government. 3 

The Fort company proposes to throw the 
fort open to visitors in a month with appro- 
priate ceremonies. Some distmguished Vir- 
ginian will deliver an address, and there will 
be other exercises. The company will by that 
time have a large collection of John Brown 
relics, and John Brown and abolition litera- 
ture of all kinds, which will be made a part 
of the exhibit.

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| THE FILIBUSTERS’ WORTHLESS PROPO- 


SITION, 

The Democratic committee of ten, five for 
and five against the World’s Fair appropria- 
148 has reached an agreement. Mr. Dur- 

borow voting in the negative. The proposi- 
tion which it submits to the House, without 
committing any member, is to detach the 
World’s Fair amendment from the Sundry 
Civil bill, reconsider the vote, and send the 
bill back into conference. Pending that con- 
ference it is agreed the Durborow bill ap- 
propriating $5,000,000 shall be taken up, the 
appropriation to be reduced to $2,500,000 as 
an outright donation, and that a final vote 
without interruption be taken not later than 
Saturday next, and further: 
That meantime last year’s Sundry Civil bill ap- 


propriation be extended, and the power of the 
House be exerted to enforce the attendance of ab- 


sent members. 
That whether the Durborow bill as amended 
be carried or defeated the vote thereon is to be 
regarded as a settlement of the question, and the 
Sundry Civil bill shall be considered without the 
Senate amendments. 
This is the scheme of a gang of Democratic 
Southern filibusters offering as the only con- 
dition of settlement a reduction by one-half 
of an appropriation which has been passed by 
the joint action of both Houses of Congress. 
The propdsition is not an acceptable one and 
should by rejected by the Fair. Once the ap- 
propriation is detached from its safeguard, 
the Sundry Civil bill, the situation will be al- 
together too uncertain. The Fair will be left 
to the mercy of its enemies. They are not to 
be trusted except under some cast-iron form 
of agreement or written contract from every 
member, which it is impracticable to obtain. 
Even then, if it were possible that this amount 
could be voted, it is not enough. Both 
Houses of Congress have voted an appropria- 
tion of $5,000,000, and even with that amount 
the people of Chicago will have to raise more 
and would.do it. But they want that $5,000,-. 
000 which has been fairly and regularly voted 
and they want it now, because it tightfully be- 
longs to them and the Fair needsit. They 
care nothing for the filibustering and have no 
concern with it. The Speaker and his party 
are responsible for it. They want no conces- 
sion or compromise dictated by bulldozing 
filibusters whose agreements are not worth 
consideration. They want their rights. They 
want the money which has been voted by both 
Houses.

SLANDERING THE PENNSYLVANIA WORE- 
INGMEN. 

A Philadelphian who is in the iron mined, 

and who says that he has made a study of 

the strike at Homestead’’—though his re- 

marks do not show it—tells a Tunern re- 

porter that— 

There are people who delude themselves with 
the belief that the strike will not have any effect 
politically, but they will learn better. It has suc- 
ceeded in convincing many Republicans that the 
high tariff does not protect the laboring man and | 
is a fraud on the people. Thon you must con- 
sider the workingmen. The tariff may not have 
the remotest thing to do with the strike, but you 
can’t make the laboring man believe that. Many 
of these Republicans of whom 1 speak will not 
vote the Democratic ticket, but will vote the 
People’s ticket. I wouldn’t, on that account, be 
surprised tosee the State go Democratic, not- 
withstanding the fact thatit isa Republican 
stronghold. 

If there are workingmen who really believe 
that the troubles which grow out of the fact 
that American competition has forced prices 
down below thetariff protectioncan be cured 
by taking off all tariff protection and substi- 
tuting for the low price due to American com- 
petition the much lower one due to foreign 
competition, they ought to goto the brain 
market and get some brains pumped into 
their noddles. It was of such people that 
„Poor Richard spoke when he said, Ex- 
perience is a hard school, but it is the only 
one fools will learn in.“ After the working 
men have voted for and elected the Demo- 
cratic free trade ticket, afterall the protec- 
tive duties have been wiped off steel and iron, 
and the prices of those commodities and the 
wages of those who make them have been cut 
down to the foreign prices by foreign under- 
bidding competition, then the workingman 
will begin to see that the tariff does protect 
him, and will be very eager to get back where 
he was before the free trade fever attacked 
him and elected Cleveland and a tariff for 
revenue only,” which means a heavy tax on 
his tea, coffee, and sugar. 

Nor can a word be said in defense of the in- 
telligence of men who, because Afnerican 
competition has lowered prices of steel and 
necessitated the reduction of the very high 
wages ofatenth of the men at Homestead, 
declare that they will throw away their votes 
on fiat Weaver’s People’s party, an organiza- 
tion which has not a word to say for or against 
the tariff, and which contends that the sole 
duty of the United States is to issue and loan 
irredeemable scrip to everybody.

THE SMOKE NUISANCE MAKING TUGS. 

Monday’s conference of the tug-owners with 
the Smoke Inspector was not a success. One 
of the two tugmen who attended fell back, on 
the old-time plea that it is impossible to 
prevent the tugs from smoking while making 
tows,“ and the other was noncommittal on 
the point. In point of fact they create a 
smoke nuisance when in motion, whether 
towing or not. Most of the men who ought 
to take a lively interest in the matter failed 
to put in an appearance, though they have 
staring them in the face the pro mise of vigor- 
ous prosecution if their property continues to 
commit the smoke nuitance after the close of 
this month. So it seems probable. that the 
Society for the Prevention of Smoke will be 
in a position to prosecute the river men in 
September and thereafter tili the nuisance is. 
abated by consent of those who now offend, 

If it be true, as claimed by Capt. Dunham, 
that no device can be found by which soft 
coal may be burned on tugs without produc- 
ing dreadful volumes of sinoke it will be nec- 
essary to order them to use hard coal while 
moving up and down the river. Of course that 
would entail some additional expense, which 
can be distributed between the tug-owner and 
his customers. Probably the first’ would feel 
it but little. He could add nearly if not quite 
all the extra expense into his towing bills. 
There would be no local competition to pre- 
vent this if all alike were obliged to burn hard 
coal: and the extra expense to vessel-owners, 
if they were made to bear all of it, would not 
be large enough to furnish any argument in 
favor of patronizing rival ports. So there is 
no good reason why the tug-owners should op- 
pose the change from soft to hard coal if it 
be true, as they say it is, that they cannot use 
the former without manufacturing large quan- 
tities of thick, black smoke while passing 
along the river. 
_ The smoking tug is much worse than the 
smokingchimney, for the reason that the

or crossing them may close the eyes at the

ions, or weaklings, The 
smoke from the locomotive is open to the 


‘game strong objections, and that is why both 


are insufferable, even to those who might 
bear the existence of smoky chimneys with 
only a mild protest. The nuisance of smoke 
from tugs and locpmotives within the city is 
thus much greater than the advantage which 
the owners of those moving smoke producers 
can ive from the use of soft coal, and they 
should not be permitted to longer defile the 
air and the people with their vile emission’ of 
unconsumed carbon and acrid sulphur fumes. 

On the principle of the greatest good to the 
greatest number the nuisance should be sum- 
marily squelched, If that cannot be done 
without the use of hard coal then anthracite is 
the remedy. But there is no room to doubt 
that if this were insisted on the owners of 
these tugs and locOmotives would set to work 
in earnest with the result of discovering some 
way in which they could burn cheaper fuel so 
that it would not be a nuisance to the people. 
They would soon find an acceptable substitute 
for the furnace arrangements by which they 
now avail themselves of only a portion of the 
heat force in the coal and allow the rest to es- 
cape. They will not do that except under 
compulsion, and therefore the pressure should 
be applied at ono. The Society for the Pre- 
vention of Smoke ought to make its arrange- 
ments for enter.ng on a vigorous campaign at 
the beginning of September. 


WHY ENGLISHMEN ARE FOR CLEVELAND. 


The Liverpool (Eng.) Courier says: 

The Democratic party in the States may rest 
assured that if Eng 
election of Grover Cleveland in November the 
White House would be theirs. We shall watch 


the development of the struggle with the keenest 


interest, and even jf the triumph be not attained 
all at once there is indeed reason for congratula- 
tion that one of the great American parties has 
made free trade, pure and simple, the great bat- 
tle-cry of the future. 


Half a century ago public sentiment in En- 
gland was decidedly adverse to the Demo- 
cratic party. The leaders of that organiza- 
tion in the days of Jackson, Polk, and Pierce 
were outspoken in their denunciation of En- 
gland. At present the contrary is the case. 
Public feeling in England is with Cleveland 
and the party he leads, and the Democratic 
chiefs take the reyenue system of England as 
their model, | 

This remarkable change of front is due to 
the fact that England has become the fore- 
most advocate of free trade and that the 
Democrats have adopted that doctrine to the 
fullest extent. The millions of English who 
live by the exportation and sale of manufact- 
ured goods wish to have thrown open the 
markets of the United States to their prod- 
ucts, and they recognize in the Democrats 
allies whose triumph means the free admis- 
sion to the great American market of their 
cheap labor goods. 


If the Democrats carry the day next No- 


vember all duties on British goods will be 
repealed and the English manufacturers will 
be able to flood this country with their cheaper 
wares. They will sell at least from three 
hundred to four hundred million dollars’ 
worth more than they do now. As long as 
our money holds out to pay for them or the 
British will take dur bonds in payment, they 
will be enabled to run their mills and factories 
on fulltime. They will be able to give steady 
employment to their low wage hands and to 
add to the number. No one can wonder at or 
find fault with the enthusiasm of the British 
for Cleveland and the Democratic platform 
on which he stands, They are looking after 
their own interests. 

But the three or four hundred million dol- 
lars’ worth of additional goods and wares 
which this country will take from England 
under the free trade régime will displace an 
equal quantity of goods and wares made in 
this country, the manufacturmg of which 
furnishes support at least to a million Amer- 
icans. They will be thrown out of work in 
order that millions of English workmen may 
be given steadier Jabor or cease to be a 
charge upon the workhouses, That will be a 
good thing for England, but the benefit to 
America is not apparent, except to Democratic 
leaders and officescekers. 

The exports fram the United States of some 
things may be increased somewhat, because 
the raw cotton and wool, grown and used in 
this country, will be shipped to Great Britain 
to be manufactured there instead of 
here. But the additional quantities of raw 
materials sent abroad will pay but a small 
fraction of the articles made from them in 
English mills and shipped back here for con- 
sumption. The exports of the great staples 
of breadstuffs and provisions would not in- 
crease materially unless the American farm- 
ers chose to underbid their cheap labor com- 
petitors in India, Russia, Argentina, etc. 
Hence the increased quantity of imports 
would have to be paid for mainly in gold and 
silver, as long as they lasted, or with mort- 
gage bonds. When the United States was 
drained of the precious metals necessarily it 
would have to regort to an irredeemable paper 
currency, which would be preceded by a tre- 
mendous financial panic and succeeded by a 
collapse. | 

Perhaps before that last stage had ‘been 
reached the American workingmen would ac- 
cept the low wage situation. The million 
men thrown out of work by the substitution 
of the cheaper English goods for those they 
made would find that their ola employers had 
not the least intention of resuming opera- 
tions while the old American’ wage scale 
lasted and that they could get employment 
only by taking English wages. They would 
hunt for work in other trades—the so-called 

‘non-protected ones—and force down wages in 
them. Finally an equilibrium would be es- 
tablished between the rate of pay in Europe 
and here, the wage scale finally determined 
on in the United States being very close to 
that in England. 

When that had come to pass American man- 
ufacturers would resume operations and begin 
making goods which would compete with 
those sent here from England ana other Eu- 
ropean countries. The importation of the 
latter would be checked. When the English 
manufacturers saw that they were menaced 
with American free trade rivalry in a field 
which the Demo¢ratic free trade policy had 
turned over to them they would endeavor to 
retain possession of it by reducing the wages 
of the people and thus lower the price of their 
goods. They would cut their own profits md 
force down the wages of their labor in order 
to underbid and close up the American manu- 
factories in this desperate battle. Then the 
real struggle would begin. The American 


workingmen, having taken the first downward 


step, would have to take the second, and to 
submit to another reduction of their wages in 
order to fight the low wage Britishers and to 
force them out of the American market. This 
would be followed by another cut in England 
and then by another here, until one side gave 
way and cried out Starved enough. Proba- 
bly the United would win, having on its 
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to its workers, sgh 
be a costly one and almost as disastrous as a 
defeat. The American wageworkers would

' STUDYING MARS. 
The planet Mars, about whichso many 


number are looking every fine night, is nota 


very important body as compared with the 


earth. In bulk and mass (quantity of matter) 
he is not far froma mean proportional be- 
tween our planet and the moon. Yet his 
unusual nearness to us at the present time 
causes him to shme out with conspicuous 
brightness when our attendant luminary is 


not so near him as to interfere with this light, 


as the sun does with that of a gas jet. Mars 
is in the south about midnight, being then on 
the meridian, but he is sofaron the other 
side of the celestial equator that his greatest 
altitude is less than athird of the distance 
from the horizon to the zenith, for which rea- 


son he is not favorably situated for observa- 
tion from this part of the globe. The astrono- 


mers in Australia have a much better chance 


to study him than have any in the United 


States or Europe, and if the former had 
equally good instruments they would do much 
better work at this opposition than is possible 
to their brethren on this ‘side of the equator. 
The talk about bemg able to bring to bear 
upon him a magnifying power of 2,000 at this 
opposition seems not likely to be realized, 
The power of 700 is reported to be the highest 
that has been applied with satisfactory results 
at the Lick observatory, the low altitude of 
the planet being a serious bar to steady seeing 
and good definition. That is about equivalent 
to bringing the object within 50,000 miles of the 
naked eye, or a little more than one-quarter 
ot the least distance from us to the moon. As 
under ordinary circumstances a man is barely 
recognizable at the distance of a mile, it will 
be evident that the present available power of 
telescopic vision would have to be multiplied 
by nearly 50,000 by inventions of the future to 
permit those who shall come after us to say 
with certainty that there are or are not living 
beings of about the same stature with our- 
selves visible on the surface of our neighbor- 
ing planet. Of course such beings might con- 
struct works of sucha magnitude that they 
could be perceived with far less than that in- 
crease of optical power, The present lens 
magnifying 700 diameters would require an 
object to be not much less than fourteen miles 
across in its smallest dimensions in order that 
any observer could make out certainly its 
character in any way. So it cannot be said 
there is much chance now of human beings 
settling the question as to whether Mars is 
inhabited or not. The problem is not likely 
to be solved till many years hence, if at all. 
Still there is a possibility that not only one 
but several interesting discoveries will be 
made during the present opposition of Mars 
to the sun, and for this reason news from the 
principal observatories of the world is being 
awaited with eagerness by thousands who a 
few years ago would have had scarcely a 
thought to spare for any object outside our 
earth. The rapid augmentation and shrink- 


ing of the ice cap around the south pole of the 


planet, and the formation and dissolution of 
clouds in his atmosphere, with other features, 


may be watched so much more closely than 


at any previous time as to add materially to 
our knowledge of the conditions on his sur- 
face, and perhaps furnish the material for. 
scieatific discussion during all the years be- 
tween this and his next favorable opposition 
to the sun as viewed from the earths 


“WHERE WAS IAT?” . 

It will be a long tine before Mr. Cobb of 
Alabama hears the last of -his maudlin ques- 
tion addressed to the Speaker, Where was 
Lat?“ It brings up another question, What 
was I at?“ The second question ‘is suggest- 
ively answered by Mr. Cobb himself in his 
reply to Mr. Watson’s charge of drunkenness.

But was it the kind of 
tired Mr. Cobb would have us believe? Was 
it mere physical fatigue Mr. Cobb was at? 
Was it not rather that species of exhilaration 
which in Chicago comes to about $5 and costs 
plain and $10 for the ornamented variety? 
Mr. Cobb affirms that he was too much en- 
gaged in his argument to notice who tampered 
with his teacup or what they put in it. He 
cannot say whether it was friends or the pages 
who were mixing decoctions in that teacup. 
Such absorption in an argument, such obliv- 
iousness to personal environments is remark- 
able, to say the least, But if he were so com- 
pletely immersed in his argument, why that 
fatal question to the Speaker, Where was I 
at? Was there no suggestion in the argu- 
ment itself? Was it all the inspiration of that 
fatal teacup—that mixture of beef tea, Bour- 
bon, Budweiser, and unknown fluids? Mr. 
Watson is of opinion that the question never 
would have been asked but for that teacup. 
Messrs. Otis, Clover, Davis, and Baker 
of Kansas, Mr. Shell of South Carolina, the

The company is in no 
pense a trust, but a responsible cor- 
poration subject to State supervision and 
control. It owns the business of 
the various concerns. In some instances 
where the factories bought out were them- 
pelves corporations, we have acquired the 
whole or controlling part of their stock merely 
as a monument of title; but we have also 
bought the business aside from the stock, and 
have in no instance acted without the assent 
of every stockholdey. Our charter permits us 
expressly to purchase and 
corporations. I must decline fur the present 
to state the various concerns until the organ- 
ization is further advanced. The prime ob- 
ject of the consolidation is to avoid the dupli- 
cation of patterns, which has cost the manu- 
facturers in this country millions of dollars 
annually.

AmsterpaM, Aug. 8.—-The commercial so- 
cieties of Holland have petitioned the gov- 
ernment to examine again the proposals to 
drain the Zuyder Zee and to carry them into 
effect if possible, thus adding 759 square miles 
to the territory of Holland. It is kuowu without 
doubt that the Zuyder Zee was formerly a 
lake and that as it is almost inclosed by 
islands now, it should be practicable to shut 
out the ocean and arain the inclosed area, 
the Zuyder Zee being forty-five miles in 
length by thirty-five miles at the greatest 
breadth. The total cost of the work would 
be, it is estimated, about 190,000,000 florins, 
besides the cost of changing the coast defenses.

FAIR DIRECTORS TAKE NO STOCK 
IN THE PEACE COMMITTEE. 
Lyman J. Gi Says That There Is No As- 
surance Given That $2,500,000 Would 
Be Voted if the Exposition Fighters 
Were to Concede the Point Asked—Pro- 
cession of Floats Will Take Place in 
Spite of Mr. Burnham—Exhibit of Dli- 
nois Woods—Other World's Fair News. 

Not one World’s Fair Director at head- 
quarters yesterday approved the compromise 
plan of the Democratic Peace committee in 
Congress. They looked on the proposition as a 
kind of confidence game for killing the $5,000,- 
000 appropriation. No credence was placed in 
any of the intimations that the filbustering 
Democrats would vote for any sum in aid of 
the Exposition. They praised Director-Gener- 
al Davis and the Illinois Congressmen, who 
opposed the $2,500,000com promise and thought 
the proposition scarcely worth considering 
any further than to condemn it. 

„It isn’t a compromise,’’ said Director Ly- 
man J. Gage. “It isn’t much of anything 
that I can Ne. No assurance is given that 
$2,500,000 would be voted. Besides, the com- 
mittee isn’t in a position to offer a compro- 
mise. It has nothing to compromiseon. Our 
friends are asked to give up every advantage 
they have by taking the appropriation out of 
the Sundry Civil bill. Then what is to hap- 
pen? The enemies don’t say they will vote 
for the reduced appropriation. They merely 
say: Make the bill for $2,500,000 and then 
let us have a yote. Maybe you will get some- 
thing and maybe you will not. The vote must 
determine that.’ 

I do not see that there is anything for us 
to do in Chicago except to wait. Too much 
talking at this end of the line can do no good. 
I have every confidence in Director-General 
Davis, Gen. St. Clair, Mr. Durborow, and the 
Illinois delegation. It is especially gratifying 
to note the harmonious and firm stand for the 
Exposition which every Illinois Congressman 
has taken. I think we owe a great deal to the 
members from the southern part of the State. 
Their codperation has been most valuable. 
We have a fine body of workers at the Capi- 
tol, and whatever they do will be accepted as 
the best. ! 

As to a bana fide proposition for $2,500,- 
000, that is another matter; but since none 
has been submitted there is no use in discuss- 
ing a supposititious case. | 

It is merely a trick,“ said Maj. Handy. 
** Anybody can see through it. Its only mer- 
it is the brazen audacity of the proposition. 
The filibusters want the friends of the Expo- 
sition to get ont of their trenches into an open 
field on a battleground selected by their ene- 
mies. The majority of the House is asked to 
undo its work by a small minority. To re- 
move the appropriation from a Sundry Civil 
bill would mean absolute defeat. No sooner 
would the Civil biil be passed than members 
would leave Washington and a quorum could 
not be secured.”

Director Charles Hutchinson said: Of 
course, I don’t like that compromise plan, 
but, if $2.500,000 is all we cun get, I sup 
we would better take it. If Congress will re- 
peai its Sunday closing amendment and give 


us $2,500,000, we could get along. 


Vice-President Higinbotham took no stock 
in the proposed compromise. I don’t be- 
lieve, he said, that the Exposition workers 
at Washington will ever agree to it, and I am 
certain the appropriation would not be accept- 
able tous. We want the $5,000,000 that has 
been voted, and I am certain we will get it.“ 

No advice was telegraphed to Washington 
as to what Col. Davis should do about the 
compromise plan. The whole matter of rep- 
resenting the directory was left to him. Mr. 
Gage did, however, send a telegram saying 
that postponement of action until next De- 
cember would be most detrimental to the in- 
terests of the Fair. 


ORDERS THE PROCESSION OF FLOATS. 


The Executive Committee Overrules Burn- 
ham’s Recommendation. 

That proposed gorgeous procession of floats 
at the time of the dedicatory ceremonies next 
October will take place. Chief of Construc- 
tion Burnham’s recommendation that they be 
abandoned was overruled: yesterday by the 
Executive committee. This is the most power- 
ful committee of the directory, and what it 
says has to be done. It said quite distinctly 
yesterday by the adoption of the resolution 
that work should proceed on the pageant, and 
the Construction Department will be ordered 
to — all the necessary arrangements at the 
park. 8 

One feature which has not yet been settled 
is the method of propelling the floats. The 

lan proposed is to have a cable strung be- 
ow the surface of the water in the lagoons 
over the route and have the floats gripped to 
the cable. This method would insure equal 
distance between the barges, keep them in 
line, and also hold them secure. The Committee 
on Grounds and Buildings was instructed to 
take up this matter and report back to the 
Executive committee next week. 

There was considerable amusement among 
directors yesterday over the action of the Ex- 
ecutive committee in sustainmg the floats 
against the recommendation of the Chief of 
Construction. Mr. Burnham in his re- 
port characterized the designs as cheap.“ 
“*vulgar,”’ “ inartistic,’”’ and added a few other 
equally strong terms. In doing this, how- 
ever, he practically told the entire Committee 
on Ceremonies, which was responsible for the 
floats, that the members knew nothing about 
art. This, it appears, was unfortunate for 
Mr. Burnham. Several of the members of 
the Committee on Ceremonies pride them- 
selves on their knowledge of fine arte. They 
take a trip to Europe once a year and return 
with rare pictures which they have gathered 
in some of the European capitals. Many of 
these pictures are loaned to the Art Institute, 
and some of the Art Institute directors are 
mem bers of Committee on Ceremonies, 
They think they know something about art. 
Mr. Burnham, it seems, did not know the 
committee was loaded when he snot hip 
scorching criticism at its work. 


INDIGENOUS WOODS OF ILLINOIS. 


, | 
They Will He Exhibited at the World's 
Fair— State Board Meeting. 

Illinois will have an exhibit in its State 
World’s Fair Building of specimens of all the 


indigenous woods of the State. The Illinois 


Board of the World's Fair Commissioners at 
a meeting yesterday appointed Martin Conrad 
of Chicago to superintend the collection of 
the exhibit. Every member of the board will 
do a part of the work. To each one will be 
assigned certain specimens to be collected in 
his section of the country. In order to secure 
uniformity each specimen will be about forty- 
two inc long and consist of a section of 
the tree trunk. It will be cut in such manner 


as to show the grain from the surface to the 


center. On * specimen will be painted a 
picture of the leaf and fruit of the tree. 

Director- in- Chief Reynolds submitted a re- 
port to the board which showed the progress 
being made in all departments. Mr. Reynolds 
told the Commissioners that Illinois would be 
ready with its exhibit in the State building by 
the time the Fair opened. Ali the space had 
deen allotted, all the money apportioned, and 
everything is in working order. Sixty-nine 
counties have been surveyed for the big relief 
map. Thirty-three counties are yet to be re- 
ported. The archzlogical collections and ex- 
plorations have been suspended. The speci- 
mens coll are stored at Springfield. 

The Railway and Warehouse Commission 
will make a complete exhibit of ail the grains 
raised in the State.

By 
déepening it this width of channel can carry 
the 300,000 cubic feet volume of water re- 


5 quired. It is further intimated that as soon 
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as the surveys are completed and the plans 
are made the commissioners propose to com- 
mence dredging the channel at this end so as 
to afford temporary relief, pending the com- 
pletion of the entire channel. Pumps can be 
erected at the lower end for forcing the water

GOV. PECK SAYS HE LIKES HIS JOB. 


He Wants to Be Renominated and Re- 
elected Executive of Wisconsin. 

I like my job real well. It's a nice, clean 

job and easy, if a nian is so constituted that 


he doesn’t care what people say abcut him.“ 
That’s what Gov. George Peck of Wisconsin 
said in the Auditorium yesterday wheu asked 
if-he was a candidate for reélection to the 
highest position in the Badger State. 

“You know,“ he continued, stroking his 
goatee, it's so much nicer to be Gov. George 
Peck of Wisconsin than it is to be just plain 
old George Peck of Milwaukee. I guess I 
wouldn’t starve if I shouldn’t get it, but the 
boys seem to think I ought to run things an- 
other term and so I won’t object. In fact, 
the general opinion is that the whole ticket 
ought to be renominated, and I guess it will 
be. ’ 

In regard to national politics Gov. Peck is 
most sanguine of Democratic success and 
thinks the young men of the country are rally- 
ing around the free trade banner, 

“The most surprising thing to me, he 
said, in the political line, is the way the 
young men are coming into the Democratic 
party. Why four years ago you had to talk a 
young man deaf, dumb, and blind and then 
haul him in by the collar.

ING PLANS DELAYED.

Committee Waiting for the 
Committee, Which Is Hesi- 
uggestion That the Outgoing 
Judges, Two Belonging to Each Party, 
Be Renominated by Both Parties— 
Meeting of the County Kepublican 
Committee Today. P 
As the time for the nominating conventions 
of thd two parties approaches the committee- 
men and other party managers are not cer- 
tain that it will be wise to abandon the non- 
partisan method of selecting judges. The 
Democrats are waiting and the Republicans 
are hesitating. The non-partisan method has 
been satisfactory to the mass of the voters. 
Some of the politicians are not pleased with 
it. Judge Altgeld on the Democratic side 
wants straight out nominations “to help the 
ticket.“ as he puts it. Some of the Republic- 
an candidates for county officers think that 
the judicial candidates should take their 


De 
Repub 


chances with them and with the other party 


candidates. But the cool-headed and dis- 


interested men on both sides are beginning to 


deprecate the proposal for a new departure. 

It has been suggested, and the suggestion 
has met with favor in influential quarters, that 
the outgoing Judges, Ketelle, Hutchinson, 
Hawes, and Anthony, being two Democrats 
and two Republicans, should be indorsed by 
both parties. They have proved satisfactory, 
anc it is unusual to change Judges when they 
have proved satisfactory. They are accus- 
tomed to the methods of procedure in the 
courts, They have the confidence of the law- 
vers. They have the run of business. They 
can expedite proceedings. It is asked: Why 
should the four Judges whose terms expire 
this fall he 4 — out for opposition and for 
attack in this Presidential year, when there 
are so many offices going around for the poli- 
ticians to fill? The opposition indeed seems 
invidious, and the suggestion is made that if 
there is to be a party fightin the matter of 
Judges that party fight should be confined to 
the candidates selected to fill vacancies. There 
are two of these, and if the politicians want a 
test of strength they can make it on those by 
nominating two Republicans and two Demo- 
crats for the vacancies. But it will probably 
be found wiser to follow the non-partisan 
plan throughout. 

One of the difficulties about the present 
situation is, it would seem, a matter of eti- 
quette between the Republican and the Demo- 
cratic committees. n the last occasion, 
when Judges were nominated on the non-parti- 
san plan, the Democratic committeemen who 
were then desirous of securing the election of 
Jonas Hutchinson for Judge of the Superior 
Court, sought the agreement with the Repub- 
licans. The Republicans were at that time 
coy and somewhat relyctant, and the Demo- 
crats felt that 8 to go too far in the re- 
— — line. The Democrats now say that 

e Republicans will have to come to them. 

John P. Hopkins. President of the County 
Democracy, fairly represents the Democratic 
sentiment on this question, and speaking a 
few days ago, said: If the Republicans 
want the non-partisan plan of judicial selec- 
tions continued they will have to apply to us. 
We applied to them last time. It is their 
turn to apply to us now. We will not take 
the initiative. It has to be taken by the Re- 
publicans.“ Others of the Democratic lead- 
ers speak in the same way. 

As the tine for the Democratic County con- 
vention is near at hand, about sixteen days 
from date, it wi'l be well for the Republicans 
to take note of the attitude of the Democrats 
and act as the circumstances demand. It 
might be proper to take action at the meeting 
of the Republican County committee today by 
appointing a subcommittee to confer with the 
Democrats on this question. Nothing will be 
lost by proposing a negotiation. It is be- 
lieved that the Democrats are ready for nego- 
tiation. |

GOODMAN’S SCHEME WAS NOT A SUCCESS 


The Fort Worth Man Who Appealed for 
Dimes Makes an Explanation. 

Fort Wort, Tex., Aug. 3.—[Special.]—W. 
T. Goodman, whose circular letter to bankers 
in the North was published in Inn Trung 
last Sunday, makes the following statement: 


I live at No. 1014 Taylor street. Some time since 
I saw an article in some paper where a young man 
had obtained his education at college by writing a 
few letters to some prominent men asking them 
to send him a small amount of money to help de- 
fray his expenses at school, as he was a poor boy, 
and asked the party addressed to write another 
such letter, like the one sent, and mail to some one 
who he thought would help him. He stated he 
would repay the loan some day when he was able. 
The circular I sent out has been printed in full, 
word for word, I told the truth in every line of 
the circular. Only one man answered the circa- 
lar, and he sent me 10 cents (which has been re- 
turned to him). I sta in the cireular I was 
about $200 in debt. Here’s what it was for: 
Groceries, rent, dottors’ bill. medicine, funeral 
expenses, etc. One of my creditors told me he 
would have me lose oy position if I 
did not pay him what I owed him at once. [did 
not want to lose my place, so I set about think- 
ing up a plan whereb could raise some money 
honestly to pay my debts. If there is anything 
wrong in soliciting a loan from a bank I cannot 
see it. I wish to say that a gentleman called at 
my house once while I was at home and asked me 
about some photographs of mine that I was sell- 
ing at 10 cents apiece. I, of course, de- 
nied knowing anything about the mat- 
ter. Nothing else was mentioned be 
this man, who said he was a reporter I asked 
him for further particulars and he didn't have 
soything to say. My connection with the Fort 
Worth Electric Medicine company did not have 
anything to do with this matter, only that I 
a few of the envelopes having their card r 
ö rs that published the 
circular will > mie the kindness to reprint this, 
just as it is, for my sake and the sake of my fam- 
iy. Ido not drink, chew, or smoke, and never 
did gamble in all my life. I am a member of the 
church and am trying to lead an upright Chris- 
tian life. If any one has anything to say or any 
comments to make about this I wish to hear it.

He 
claims to have won 8600. The house said it 
was about $300. At any rate the tape quit run- 
ning a few minutes before 2 o’clock, and 
the company refused to pay E. J.” his prof- 
its. Itclaimed to have received a telegram 
from W. D. Valentine of the Chicago house, 
to the effect that they were being worked in 
Kansas City and St. Louis. The company 
says the man’s name is E. J. Noble. He says 
he played square and that he will insist on 
getting his money.

The Wharton company of Philadelphia are 
furnishing the road with seventy-five pound 
girder steel rails.

An overhead trolley will supply 
the motive power. ‘Twenty-five cars fitted 
with the Westinghouse suigle reduction mo- 
tors, with noiseless gearing and brushes, have 
been contracted for and are to be delivered 
Sept. 1.

ALL DENVER ROADS TAXED TO 
_ PHEIR UTMOST CAPACITY. 


Sale of Knights Templar Tickets Begun 
and the Rush Is Great—Western Pas- 
senger Association Inclined to Make 
Peace with the Santa Fe—Caldwell 
Names A. J. Smith of the Lake Shore 
as Arbitrator—Spanish Jackasses Cause 
Unpleasantness Among Roads. 


The sale of tickets to Denver at the $12 
rund trip rate un account of the Knights 
Templar Conclave, which will be held in that 
city next Tuesday, began yesterday morning, 
and all the roads running west from this city 
are duing an enormous business. The rail- 
roads expect to do the largest business in 
their history between now and next Tuesday. 
Three of the roads expect between now and 
next Monday night to land 138 special traias 
with Sir Knights and visitors in Denver. The 
Alton has made arrangements to dispatch 
from Chicago and other gateways on its sys- 
tem sixty-four special trains. The Rock Isl- 
and hes perfected arrangements for thirty 
‘and the Burlington thirty. This is in addition 
to the regular through trains, whch will be 
Crowded to their utmost capacity. All the 
other west-bound roads leading to Denver 
will aye all the business they can possibly 


| Although the rates are exceedingly low, the 
roads will do nearly as well financially as if 
the rates had not been cut, as the low rates 
will have the effect of more than doubling the 
business, while the expenses will be but slight- 
ly increased. On this account the competi- 
tors of the Santa Fé feel no longer so savage 
about the reduction made by that road, and 
show no inclination to bring about an aini- 
cable adjustmeut of the trouble with that 
road. None of them are anxious to force the 
Santa Fe out of tho Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation, knowing that this would break up the 
association and lead to a disastrous railroad 
war that would knock World’s Fair rates into 
a cocked hat. 

The indications now are that Chairman 
Caldwell of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion will withdraw his objection to General 
Passenger Agent E. A. Ford of the Pennsyl- 
vania as the arbitrator for the Santa Fé, r. 
Caldwell yesterday named General Passenger 
Agent A. J. Smith of the Lake Shore ae the 
arbitrator for the association in the two cases 
of the Santa Fé's appeal, in which the latter 
has selected Mr. For and this is taken as an 
indication that Mr. Ford will be allowed to 
act with Mr. Smith, or else Mr. Caldwell 
would have waited naming an arbitrator in 
those cases until the appeal of the Santa Fé 
from Mr. Caldwell's refusal tu accept Mr. 
Ford had been decided. 
While this will have the effect of smoothing 
the ruffled spirits of the aggrieved parties, 

uch will depend on the decision of the arbi- 

rators, Should the latter decide that the 
Santa Fe was justified in its actions reducing 
the Denver rate, peace willreign again among 
the Western Passenger Association roads; but 
should the arbitrators sustain the ruling of 
Chairman Caldwell, it is more than probable 
that the Santa Fé will withdraw from the as- 
sociation, as it cannot afford to pay the fine 
which Mr. Caldweil’s decision carries with it. 
The penalty under the agreement is the loss 
of the revenue received from the business, 
and this would amount in the Santa Fé’s case 
to about $100,000. Thereis no earthly pros- 
pect that the company will pay to the associa- 


ion such an amount of money.

SOMETHING ABOUT POLYGLOT CHINA. 


Facts Not Generally Known Concerning 
the Speech of That Great Empire. 


Ostasintischer Lloyd: It is true that the in- 
habitants of Pekin, Canton, Shanghai, Futwa, 
and Amoy speak Chinese. But, as to other 
parts of the country, it is also true that a cit- 
izen of the places named cannot understand 
the inhabitants any more easily than can a 
Berliner an Englishman, or a Parisian a 
Dutchman. Thus the position of the China- 
man in his own country, where various so- 
called dialects are spoken, is rather peculiar. 
The Chinese dialects have nothing in common 
with the patois, or conversational forms of 
language. They are used by the highest and 
lowest classes, the savaits and uneducated, 
the officials and the cooliés. The dialect is a 
language by itself. The various dialect forms, 
it is true, are related to ohe another in some- 
what the same manner the Arabic to the 


‘at, Du Semitic tongues, 
or German to ti Dutch, Danish, 
Swedish, etc. 


If itis desirable to Glassify the numerous 
dialects they may be divided into the Canton, 
Hakka, 8 Swatow, Shanghai, Ningho, the 
Hainanese, and the Mandarin.

-Civie divisions—as a rule are much smaller 


than those in the countries of Western Europe. 
People distant from one another only a few 
miles often use totally different dialect forms. 
In some of the gb PY such as Canton, 
with more than 1 000 inhabitants, one 
often finds several dialect forms in use. The 
variations in the Chinese tongue are so great, 
indeed, that it is not too much to say that 
there are as many dialect forms in the Flowery 
Kingdom as days in the year. 

The most widely spread language is the 
Mandarin. It is used in one form or another 
in fourteen or fifteen of the nineteen prov- 
inces compcesing China. There are also North- 
ern and Southern Mandarin tongues. The 
best Northern Mandarin dialect is spoken in 
Pekin, while the best Southern Mandarin is 
spoken in Nankin. A third marked form of 
the same tongue is used in West China, es- 
pecially in Tsien-Kiang. People who speak 
the various Mandarin dialects, however, can 
understand one another readily. If we esti- 
mate the population of China at 360,000,000 of 
people, at least 300,000,000 use the Mandarin 
tongue. All persons, from whatever part of 
China, who desire to enter political or official 
life, learn this tongue. 

The other Chinese languages are spoken 
by comparatively small numbers of ple. 
About 20,000,000, for instance, speak Canton- 
ese in one form or another. It is used in the 
greater part of the Province of Quang-Tong. 
About one-third of the arte of this — — 
use the Hakka tongue. In its northeastegn 
part the Swatow dialect is also heard. Canton- 
ese is also spoken in the Kuangsi province. 
There are not so many dialectic forms of the 
Hakka tongue as of the Cantonese. Passing up 
the coast we find about 3,000,000 people speak- 
ing Swatow. In all probability 9,000,000 Chi- 
nese use the Amoy = which resembles 
Swatow about as closely as 88 re- 
sembles Spanish. Still further up the coast 
we find the Futwa dialect. It is used in a 
district about 150 miles long and 300 miles 
broad, containing a population of 5,000,000. 
This country is for the most part mountain- 
ous. The dialects of Ningho and Shanghai, 
although only a few miles apart, differ great- 
ly. The Hainanese is 1 by the people 
ot Hainan. It is rela to the Amoy and 
Swatow dialects—slightly resembling the 
Japanese—and is spoken by about 3,000,000 
people. The inhabitants of about Lutshu, 
between Japan and Formosa, also speak 
Hainanese. 

The introduction of a uniform language 
in China is only adream. Two hundred years 
ago the Emperor Kang-hi fuunded schools in 
various parts of the Empire in the hope of 
accomplishing that end, but the result was 
disappointing. It may be accomplished in the 
future when railroads in various parts of the 
the people closer together. 
Centuries wil age by before that time, how- 
ever. Mandarin tongue, if any, 
will become the universal one in China,”

SMOKECASES GO OVER. 


JUSTICE GLENNON’S ABSENCE FROM 
COURT THE CAUSE,

Forty Offenders Cited to Appear Are on 
Hand' and the Attorneys Are Ready, 
but the Justice Fails to Appear and a 
Continuance Is Taken for a Week—The 
Chimney of the Adams Express Build- 
ing Makes a Nuisance of Itself—The 
Edison Company's Slowness.

The Adams Express Building an Offender. 

But if Justice Glennon was not at home at- 
tending to the smcke business the chimneys 
of some of the prominent buildings were at 
work at the old stand producing smoke. The 
Adams Express Building was one of the most 
noticeable of the offenders yesterday after- 
noon. For nearly an hour the new tile chim- 
ney at the northeast corner of the structure 
threw out a cloud of black smoke twenty feet 
into the air. Its operation for the last two 
days has been 2 bad, and called out a 
warning from the Smoke Society Tuesday. 
The report of the society is to the effect that 
for a period of thirty-five minutes the chim- 
ney t 7 2 
high as 95 to 100 per cent. Ordinary mo 
do not make a fine distinction between a bad 
chimney and an exceedingly bad ering wor 
but the engineers of the Smoke Society ha 
got the matter down to a percentage — 
with 100 per cent representing a ** dense 
black smoke. This must have been the va- 
riety of smoke which the chimney threw out 
for over an hour yesterday afternoon. It 
covered the entire section of the city in 
its neighborhood, and was so heavy 
that from the Title and Trust Build- 
ing it could not be seen whether the Au- 
ditorium smokestacks, which were so noticea- 
ble Tuesday, were smoking or not. The stack 
is a new one, at least in its upper section, and 
of quite respectable appearance. The build- 
ing has been recently remodeled and two 
stories have been added to it. This necessi- 
tated the addition of a tile top to the old 
smokestack. The bright red tile of the stack 
gives no indication of the havits of the plant, 
which are exceedingly bad. The boiler room 
is aaid to be almost as bad as those of the 
Northern Hotel and the Masonic Temple. It 
is absolutely dark, and in no place can a man 
stand erect except directly in front of the 
boilers. The building was remodeled without 
any allowance for changes in the boiler room. 
At considerable expense a light shaft was cut 
down through the entire south side of the 
building, but the owners did not see fit at the 
same time to expend a small sum in equip- 
ping the plant with suitable furnaces. The 
plant is said to be equipped with McGinness 
furnaces at present, but in this instance they 
have been unsuccessful. There was some 
trouble experienced in fitting the plant up, 
and the furnaces broke down two or 
times.
